“In an effort to prejudice the farm 
vote against me there recently A]- 
peared in the public press, and ia now 
being circulated in pamphlet torr, 
the statement that I voted to increase 
the inSpection fee on fertilizers from 
10 to 25 cents per ton. This is an 
absolute misstatement of my record. 

“I voted against the increase of the 
tax and the Senate Journal so shows. 

“The governor, in his Sunday proc- 
lamation, says he understands that I 
do not attack the tax equalization act, 
since my campaign manager was one 
of its fathers in the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

“In reply to this I wish to say that 
I have no campaign magager, and have 
not had since this campaign began, 
and that when I am elected to the 
Senate I shall still be without a man- 
ager. However, if I had a campaign 
manager his views on any public ques- 
tion would certainly not affect my 
own. 

“In this’ campaign I have discussed 
only national questions. The s0- 
called tax equalization law is the gov- 
ernor’s trouble, not mine.
